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Stephan elected ‘nanan president

At the Summer Conference of the 
Michigan Association of Chiefs of 
Police (MACP), Grayling Police Chief 
Peter W. Stephan became the organi- 
zations president. 

“Just being a member of the MACP 
is a very honoring reward in itself," 
Stephan said. 

Stephan began his Law enforcement 
career in July 1958 when Grayling 
needed auxiliary officers wo help with 
civic activities. “I volunteered and 
struck up a good relationship with the 
patroimen. I was also looking for 
something to do besides the seasonal 
jobde that I'd had,” Stephan said. 

"I was originally going w be a truck 
driver and drive around the country to 
see what the rest of the world lived 
like. I did that and found that it's not 
the glamorous career I thought it was. 
It's tiring and unrewarding,” Stephan 
added, 

"In October 1958 I started with the 
Grayling Police Department full-time 
and worked until 1965. From 1965 to 
1971 I worked part-time and in 19711 
came back on the force full-time as a 
Sergeant. In October 1972 I took over 
as chief,” Stephan said. 

"I've been a member of the Northem 
Michigan Chiefs of Police since 1975. 
I became a member of MACP at the 
same time,” Stephan said. "I origi- 
nally joined the MACP to give North- 
ern Michigan the representation it 
deserved." 


According to Stephan all MACP 
members wishing to become presi- 
dent must first announce their imten- 
tions. “In 1994 I announced my desire 
and then the association chose from 
those candidates." . 

Becoming president is a three year 
process, Each president must serve 
one year terms as the second vice 
president, first vice president and then 
a one year term as president. Each 
president must also serve as the imme- 
diate past president for one year fol- 
lowing their term of office, 

"It’s a one-year honorary position 
recognizing pastaccomptishments. I'd 
be in charge of the membership and 
budget commitses as the past presi- 
dent,” Stephan said, 

According to Stephan, those who 
become president are taken from the 
ranks of those who volunteer for the 
associations committees, 23 well as 
serve their home district, 

Stephen represents District i 1 which 
covers Alcona, Alpena, Antrim, Ben- 
zie, Charlevoix, Cheboygan, 


Crawford, Emmitt, Grand Traverse, 
Kalkaska, Leeclanaw, Montmorency, 
Oscoda, Otsego and Presque Isle 
counties, 

"In 1977 I became a member of the 


’ MACP Legislative Commitice. It is 


one of the key committees because it 
deals with proposed legislation that 
comes out of the House or the Senate,” 
Stephan said. 

"One of the things I'm most proud of 
is that the House and Senate look 
toward our organization for input and 
guidance when they are considering 

i that affects law enforce- 
ment,,” Stephan said.

"The association has worked hard 
and dilligently to advise and support 
the legislature,” Stephan said. 

According to Stephan, one of the is- 
sues the MACP spent a lot of time on 
was the hand gun issue. 

"We formed a coalition with the 
Sheriff's Association, Municipal 
League, Prosecutors Association, 
MCAP, teachers organizations, medi- 
cal associations and everyone of us 
was involved in two meetings in Lan- 
sing each month confronting the is- 
sue,” Stephan said. 

According t Stephan other issues 


the MACP has handled include seat 
beltlaws, snowmobile and ORV laws, 
helmet laws, training for law enforce- 


ers Against Druck Driving) and SADD 
(Students Against Drunk Driving) 
groups and we're currently working 
with the legislature on gradusted li- 
censes (a method of licensing young 
drivers),” Stephan said. 

"Iam pushing fora seat belt law that 
makes not wearing a seat belt a stop- 
pable offense. Currently it is a secon- 
dary offense,” Stephan said. 

According to Stephan proponents 
of the seat belt law claim police offi- 
cers would write so many tickets for 
the offense that it would border on 
harrassment. 

"I believe the Police, on the aver- 
age, are going to use the law to help 
enforce the safety of the driver,” 
Stephan said. 

When a law is passed that allows 
law enforcement to insure the safety 
of the public “that's what makes get- 
ting up at 4.a.m. and driving to Lan- 
sing worth it. I know that I'm helping 
to keep the lines of communication 
open and helping the legislative proc- 
ess,” Stephan said. 

"As presidentof the MACP the goal 
that I have established will be to en- 
courage more membership participe- 
tion out of the younger ranks,” Stephan 
said, 

"Another goal I've established is to 
form better communications between 
law enforcement agencies through the 
state-based law enforcement informa- 
tion network,” Stephan said.

In April 1996 Peggy received a call 
from Jo informing her of some recent 
complications she began to experience. 
Because of her medical condition her 
physician suggested further testing. 
As soon as arrangements could be 
made, the sisters met at Henry Ford 
Hospital in Detroit. The tests came 
back positive; Jo would need a kidney 
transplant. 

In Jo’s case, the kidney failure was 
progressing at such a rapid pace that 
receiving a kidney transplant as soon 
- as possible became crucial.

Peggy said, “The steps taken in 
selecting a donor are: first, siblings of 
the recipient; then parents, then 
children of the patient; and if no match 


is found, a public search is‘ 


implemented.” 

As luck would have it, both Linda 
and Peggy were perfect donor maiches. 
This initial testing took seven days to 
complete. The next decision was which 
of the two sisters would become Jo’s 
donor. 

Linda and Peggy said both felt 
honored to have the opportunity to 
give Jo the needed transplant. As hard 


as the decision could have been, # 
came down to logic. 

Peggy said, “l was the ekiest, so my 
being the donor was the most logical 
choice.” 

“Linda did not become the organ 
donor, yet she was a very impostam 
member in the events that took place,” 
said Peggy. 

“Linda was there with us through 
every test, check-up and countess 
other steps undertaken before 
surgery.” 

Peggy said, “Each tip to the hospital 
became an adventure.” Shopping is

after cach doctor visit they would grab 
& bite to eat then head off to the stores. 
The time the sisters shared was filled 
with great memories. Jo was 
Gcteriorating quickly, at that time, and 
the tests seemed endless. As hard as it 
was waiting, cach test was necessary. 
The condition of the kidney, donor 
and recipient all became crucial. 
After a donor is found and before 
surgery is performed, the health of 
both donor and recipient must be 
waiched carefully. If either one of the 
parties becomes ill, the transplant 
would be held up. Jo did not have that 
kind of time. 
When all the tests were completed, 
the day of surgery was set for July 9. 
The night before surgery, the three 


sisters and thei families stayed ag the 


plush Regency Hotel in Dewoit. 
Because the operation was the 
following moming,Joand Peggy were 
on liquid dicts. 

That night, they went down to the 
hotel's swank dining room. Peggy's 
husband, George, pulled the maitre d’ 
aside to inquire whether Jo and Peggy 
could have a special diet served, 

While others in their party were 
served a fabulous meal, Jo and Peggy 
sai politely eating their Jello. 

The surprise of ube night came whea 
Jo's husband, Larry, presented Peggy, 
Linda and Jo with matching pendants 
of three sisters holding hands. 

Al the hospital, pre-op was 
scheduled at 6:30 a.m. Peggy and Jo 
were placed in the same room divided 
only by a curtain which the staff drew 


. back 20 they could talk before going 


down to surgery. 

Peggy was taken first for the six 
hour operation. The transplant was s 
complete success and Jo showed signs 
of improvement immediately. 

Peggy's stay in the hospital was 
only five days. Joremained abit longer 
80 she could be monitored for any 
rejection of the new organ. 

Peggy credits her husband George 
with her fast recovery. “He stayed 
with me every minute, The hospital 
gave him a cot to sleep on next to my 
bed at night,” she said, “the hospital 
staff and doctors were great. They 
were all so caring and giving through 
the whole experience.” 

Peggy has been a teacher with the

since 1976, the past five at Grayling 
Middle School. Peggy acknowledges 
that the support she received from her 
colleagues gave her great strength. 

Three weeks after surgery, Peggy 
and George went on a 15 mile hike.

Volunicers are given waining to 
insure thas clients are well af the time 
of each visit. Lf a resident is in need of 
care and/or additional services, the 
drivers report the information back to 
the commission. 

The Grayling Commission on 
Aging runs Meals-on- Wheels, which 
is only a portion of the work that is 
handled through the agency. 

The Meals-on-Wheels program 
began in April 1973. Today, it serves 
45 meals w those eligible within 
Crawford County. 

Eligible clients are 60 years of age 
or older, disabled or unable to prepare 
meals themselves and are home bound. 
The service can be short term of 
continual depending upon the needs 
of each client 

Each recipient is offered lunch and/ 
or dinner, Cost is $1 for hinch and 
$1.50 for dinner, The monies collected 
from these meals arc donations for the 
commission.

The clients who receive the 
food appreciate the service and the 
daily visits.” 


“Volunteers are an important part 
of this service, we have a great group 
working with us today, but we need a 
few more,” White said.

Coat tails will dominate state races

For University of Michigan Regents, 
Republicans named incumbent Deane 
Baker of Ann Arbor, first elected in 
1972, and Mike Bishop, Rochester 
attorney. 


Democrats nominated S. Martin 
Taylor, Detroit utility official, and 
Libby Maynard of Goodrich, longtime 
party activist who has twice run for 
lieutenant governor, and once was state 
Democratic chair.

One of the more interesting races 
will be for Michigan State University 
Trustee. 


Democrats offer Robert Weiss, Flint 
attomey and present board chair, and 
Joel Ferguson, Lansing businessman, 
who lost his MSU board seat two 
years ago, following the firing of 
George Perles as football coach, and 
hiring of Peter McPherson as president. 


Republicans nominated incumbent 
David Porteous, Reed City attormey 
who was appointed this summer, and 
Colleen Pero, a personal friend of the 
Englers and former top aide to the 
govemor. 


Because of the personalities and

history involved, this race could 
contradict the coat tail effect. 


For Wayne State University 
Governors, Democrats chose Murray 
Jackson of Detroit, retired U. of M. 
professor, and Annetta Miller of 
Huntington, former State Board of 
Education member.

Vemice Davis Anthony, former state 
public health director appointed to the 
Wayne board last year by Gov. Engler, 
and Dr. Paul Fecko of Bloomfield 
Hills, an ophthalmologist.

Probably the most important 
Michigan race on the ballot is for 
Michigan Supreme Court. 

The Michigan system for selecting 
the seven justices is for political parties 
to nominate candidates, who then mn 
on a non-partisan ballot. 

At the Republican meeting, Chief 
Justice James H. Brickley of Traverse 
City, former lieutenant governor, 
secured on nomination, and Hilda 
Gage, Oakland County circuit judge, 
got the other nod. 

Democrats countered with two 
judges now on the State Court of 
Appeals: William Murphy of Kent 
County, and Marilyn Kelly of Oakland 


High regard for in-law 
has a familiar ring 


A few days before Father’s Day, I 
saw my father on a television screen. 
Not surprisingly, he was insulting his 
brother-in-law. 

Even when a party guest 
inadvertently stood in front of the TV 
set in a country club dining room, I 
knew when Dad was talking because, 
32 years after his death, I still remember 
well the sound of his voice, especially 
when he was speaking to a large 
audience, earnestly telling an 
outlandish lie. 

Except it wasn’t really my father on 
the TV. It was me, 

The party celebrated the 40th 
wedding anniversary of my slightly 
younger sister Mary Lou and Jack 
Dixon, who has been previously 
described here as the brother-in-law 
who retired so long ago that no one 
alive can remember what he used to do 
for a living. 

For the occasion, their daughters- 
in-law had prepared a historical 
videotape chronicling the lives of Mary 
Lou and Jack and their five sons. 
Perhaps its most remarkable revelation 
was that Jack was a fighter pilot in the 
Civil War. 

Included in the tape was a brief 
interview in which I was asked my 
initial impression of Jack when Mary 
Lou first brought him home to meet 
her family. 

“My first thought was my God, he’s 
not only too old for Mary Lou, he’s 
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even too old for Terrible Jean, my 
much older sister.” 
I was also asked if I remembered 
where Mary Lou and Jack first met 
“I believe it was at Jack’s retirement 
party.”

To be accurate, it should be noted 
that most of the anniversary video 
centered on the reminiscences of 
Terrible Jean, who never saw acamera 
She couldn’t dominate.

We have all watched the wind 
carrying the seeds of dandclion or 
milkweeds, but the dispersal of seeds 
by wind is only one of four ways 
seeds are carried away from the parent 
plant. The dispersal of seeds from the 
parent plant reduces overcrowding 
and, lessens damage from insects or 
disease. Perhaps this a built-in 
mechanism to assure diverse plant 
communities and assure survival of a 
species. 

The dispersal of seeds by wind is 
called Anemochory. Plants that take 
advantage of the wind usually have 
hairs or plumes, wings, tall stems or 
inflated pods. The dandelion, goats 
beard, milkweed and cattails all 
produce seeds with allached 
parachutes allowing seeds to be 
carried long distances. Maples, ashes 
and conifers depend upon the wings 
attached to their seeds for dispersal. 
The amount of dihedral in the wing of 
such seeds determines its reaction to 
wind speed.

Legislators looking at law, 
courts, crime and divorce

Lansing-When state legislators 
retum for some brief, pre-election 
lawmaking, courts, juvenilecrime and 
divorce likely will be hot wpics of 


| debate. 


While not many controversies will 
be brought up during the Sepe. 10-26 
session, lawmakers say anything can 


“You never can tell at this time of 
year when an issue might pop up that 
has some controversy to it,” said House 
Speaker Pro Tem Frank Fitzgerald, R- 
Grand Ledge. 

Democrats, outnumbered in both 
chambers but with a definite chance to 
retake control of the House, likely will 
try to offer amendments to bills or 
force votes that could put House 
Republicans up for re-election in the 
hot seat, he said. 

Gary Garbarino, legislative aide to 
House Democratic Floor Leader Pat 
Gagiiardi, D-Drummond Island, said 
the GOP hasn’t informed Democrats 
on anything that will come up during 
the session. 

“We don’t control the agenda, so 
it’s not as if they're going to ask us 
what bills to put up anyway,” 
Garbarino said. 

One issue that won't be voted on 
until after the November election is 
the possibility ofa higher state gas tax 

to fund road maintenance. 

State Transportation Director Robert 
Welke said he plans to push for an 
cight- to 10-cent-per-gallon increase, 
warning that without it, the state may 
have to stop road construction projects. 


But area lawmakers are concemed 
about the effects of Welke’s proposal. 

“For those of us on the border 
counties, that’s an incredible increase,” 
said Rep. Bob Brackenridge, R-St. 
Joseph, who said a three- to five-cent 
tax increase is the most he would 


Support, 

Rep. Glenn Oxender, R-Sturgis, said 
Michigan needs to keep a gas tax rate 
that is competitive with Indiana so 
gasoline retailers in Michigan can stay 
strong. 

He also said he is skeptical of 
proposals to change transportation 
funding to give the state more control 
over counties because it could result 
ina push for more local property taxes, 

In the house, Republicans will likely 
try to pass two bills in a package toend 
no-fault divorce during the upcoming 
three-week session, Fitzgerald said. 


The two bills on the table would 
require premarital education for 
couples preparing to wed and require 
the development of a parenting plan 
by divorcing couples who have 
children who are minors. 

A controversial bill to end no-fault 
divorce without consent of both 
spouses likely will no be taken up by 
the House, Fitzgerald said. 

Oxender said he’s undecided on the 
divorce bills and wil] wait to see the 
fina) details before deciding how to 
vote. 

He said the bills will be relatively 
controversial and quesuoned the need 
for more state guidelines on divorce. 

“Each church, or each pastor, they 
have different sets of rules,” he said. 
“Many of them have premarital 
Counseling or some kind of counseling. 

Gov. John Engler signed parts of a 
GOP court reorganization package in 
July, but sul! remaining is a proposal 
to establish a separate court for family 
issues, such as divorce and child 
Custody. 

Republicans said a more disputable 
issue that won't be brought up is a 
proposed constitutional amendmentto 
allow legislators to draw new districts 
for some judges. 

The Senate also has some court 
reform bills on its agenda. 

One measure already passed shifts 
funds away from Detroit to outlying 
areas of the state. Oxender said Cass 
County will receive about $319,000 in 
additional funds that the county can 
use for courts if it chooses. 


Half of a 30-bill package to get 
tougher on juvenile crime might be 
approved by the House Judiciary 
Committee, chaired by Rep. Mike Nye, 
R-Litchfield. The bills, which are 
designed to make juveniles who 
commit adult crimes face adult 
sentences, have already been passed 
by the senate. 


An aide to Nye said committee

depend upon tall stalks to give their 
seeds a head start on dispersal since 
they lack wings or plumes. The sceds 
of plants such as ground cherry are 
enclosed in pods developed for 
dispersal by the wind. The westem 
tumble weed is a good example of seed 
dispersal by the wind. As the plan 
rolls along, seeds are gradually 
dispersed from its stems. 

When a plant disperses its own seeds 
the process is called Autochory. There 
are two ways the plant may eject its 
own seeds: tension builds up in dead 
fruit tissues of by tension in living 
Ussues. One plant that relies on tension 
in dead tissues is the witch hazel. As 
the fruit dries its outer coat splits 
exposing the seed. When the tssucs 
have dried sufficiently the inner fru 
coat contracts suddenly and 
explosively ejects the seed as far as ten 
yards. The seeds of jewel weed are 
cjected by pressure in living cells. As 
the outer walls of the fruit or seed 
weaken they roll up suddenly, either 
on their own or when touched, and 
eject the seed. 

When animal or birds figure in the 
dispersal! of seeds the process is termed 
Zoochory. Seeds are cither stored or 
transported long distance before being 
dropped. One report indicated that a 
blue jay carried over 4000 acoms 
nearly two miles. Trees dependent 
upon animals for the transport of thea 
large seeds include walnut, hickory, 
beech and butternut. Squirrels are 
importam planters of oaks and the 
species just mentioned. 

Even ants may be considered 
dispersers of seeds (myremechory). 
Such seeds may have aily coms and a 
fat bearing appendage which attracts 
ants. The seeds of self beal, trillium, 
some grasses and violet have these 
Characteristica. 

Seeds dispersed after ingeation by a 
wide array of animals have a fleshy 
ouler coal, such as that on choke cherry, 
hawthome (thom apple) and june 
berry. The seed is not affected by the 
digestive processes and therefore often 
camicd long distances from the parent 
plant before being expelled along with 
arumal waste, 

Some seeds are carried by sticking 
to the bodies or kegs of animals or 
birds. Such sceds may be carried in 
mud of by special barbs such as those 
on burdock or stick tights. Even man 
becomes an unintentional carrier of 
such seeds, 

The process of dispersing seeds by 
water is called Hyrochory. Seeds 
relying upon such means must have 
buoyancy or be able to survive long 
periods of immersion before they are 
deposited in a suitable place wo grow.

Question: After our last camping 
experience, we realized our family 
does not have a suitable first-aid kit to 
use in emergencies. What should we 
include in one for both home and 
travel? 

Answer: Every family should have 
a first-aid kit thatis adequately stocked 
and easily accessible w adult family 
members. It should be stored out of 
reach of children, and medications 
should have child safety caps. Ideally, 
your first-aid kit should be portable so 
it can be taken right to the accident 
scene. A small duffel or tote bag is 
usually large enough to hold necessary 
items and be casily transported. 

According wo the July issue of 
"Health Update’, the following items 
will provide the necessary tools to 
handle many medical emergencies: 


Acetaminophen, aspirin or 
ibuprofen tablets: for headaches, 
pain, fever and simple body sprains 
or strains, (Aspirin should not be 
given to children or used for relicf 
of flu symptoms.) 
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Ipecac Syrup: to induce vomiting. 
(Use only on the advice of a poison 
control center, your physician, or the 
emergency department) 

Elastic wraps: foc wrapping wrist, 

ankle, knee, and elbow injuries. 

Triangular bandage: for wrapping 

injuries and making an arm sling. 

Scissors with rounded Lips. 

Adhesive tape: for bandaging. 

Disposable, instant ice bags: for 

icing injuries. 

Bandages—-assorted sizes: for 

minor cuts and scrapes. 

Antibiotic ointment: for burns, cuts 

and scrapes. 

Gauze—both roli and in 2" and 4” 
pads: for bandaging wounds. 
Tweezers: to remove small splinters 
and tucks. 

Safety pins: to fasten splints and 
bandages. 

Rubber gloves: to protect your 
hands and reduce the risk of infection 
when treating open wounds.

Lansing-Bear hunting techniques 
used by more than 95 percent of the 
state’s hunters could be outlawed come 
Nov.5. 

That’s when the state ballot will 
offer Proposal D, which, if passed, 
would prohibit using bait and dogs 10 
hunt bear in Michigan. 

“The persons pushing Proposal D 
claim that (bait and dog) hunting 
practices leaves bear cubs motherless, 
which is a lie,” said Sen. Christopher 
Dingell, D-Trenton, vice chairman of 
the House Committee for Natural 
Resources and Environmental Affairs. 

“It doesn’t happen anymore,” he 
said. “It used to happen before hunting 
licenses were a drawing and there was 
ovethunting in some areas.” 

But animal rights organizations 
claim the effort would stop only the 
hunting practices that affect cubs and 
the unethical treatment of dogs, said 
Mark Markarian, director of 
campaigns for the Fund for Animals in

period of time and watch for bears to 
come, is specifically targeted by the 
opposition as an unfair hunting practice 
because hunters cannot determine if 
baited bears are new mothers, he said. 

Bears who find bait piles avoid 
bringing their cubs to the stations, 
according to Citizens United for Bears’ 
(CUB) mission statement. 


scientific management, 

“The wildlife in Michigan are 
thriving,” said Dennis Knapp, a 
wildlife biologist for Michigan United 
Conservation Clubs. “They're being 
well-managed.” 

Eighty-five to 90 percent of bears in 
Michigan live in the Upper Peninsula, 


But one local bear hunter thinks 
baiting is the best way to hunt. “People 
aren’t going to spend their money ona 
license if they can't bait,” said Lenny 
Kauffman, owner of Lenny's Sporting 
Goods in Houghton Lake. “That's the 
only sure way to get them.” 

“Treeing” a bear, or using dogs to 
chas¢ a bear up a tree, is another option 
that the CUB statement cites unfair 
because hunters who use dogs rarely 
try to actively pursue the bear, while 
the animals are forced to fight. 

Kauffman said “treeing” is more of 
a challenge than CUB lets on. 

“Bears aren’t stupid. Every dog run 
doesn’t get a bear and every hunter 
doesn't shoot every bear they see,” he 
said. 

Markarian Cited similar legislation 
in other states such as Colorado, where 
bait and dog hunting were banned in 
1992 and there had been no increase in 
bear/human confrontation, acommon 
concern among opponents of the 


In Michigan, confrontation usually 
means bears entering summer cabins 


and feeding al campsites, which 


said Tim Rice, bear biologist for the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources. The rest of the concentrated 
areas are in the northern Lower 
Peninsul 

A Houghton Lake bear hunter who 
wishes to be known simply as Mike 
said he thinks those who support the 
proposal should travel to the Upper 
Peninsula w see how overpopulated 
the wildlife is, 


“Harsh winters leave babies 
motheriess,” be said. “If they don't 
control this stuff, n°ll get way out of 
control.” 


Bear hunting: to bait or not to bait 


hunters said would increase without - 


“They said they had no hidden 
agenda,” said Ken Franks, a Taylor 
man who signed the petition for CUB. 

Franks, 3 hunter, said he found out 
later the petition would limit 
techniques to “driving”, where hunters 
sock out bears, and “wacking”, where 
hunters look for tracks. These 
techniques are cited by Dingell asmore 
apt to leave cubs with their mothers. 

Sull, CUB and Fund for Animals 
contend the legislation will end 
unfaimess of the hunt and make it 
more of a sport. 


“A beited bear is a dead bear,” 
Legere said. “When bear hunting 
becomes a slaughter, there is no sport.” 

Both CUB and Fund for Animals 
to smell for food, equating people with 
food and eventually adding w the 
prodiem of human/bear conflict and 
bears trashing summer cabins. 


“A bear's not (naturally) going to go 
iato your home and opea the 
refrigerator and ask, “What's for 
lunch?,” he said. “They associate 
humans with food.” 

But Knapp disagrees. 


“Research biologists say they'll 
mark a location, not a smell,” he said. 

The Houghton Lake hunter, Mike, 
said he plans w vote “no” on the 
proposal but is afraid it will pass 
anyway. 

“There are hunters out there who 
don’t think their vote counts,” he said.

YOUR SOCIAL SECURITY 


Retiring from your own business? 
Some things you should know

Are you in this picture? You own 
and operate a business. You're at 
retirement age and the golf course 
looks more inviting every day. You 
don’t want lo sell the business. Perhaps 
you could put it in a family member's 
name, You would continue working, 
but not work as much. That way you 
could spend more time on the course 
and collect Social Security benefits at 
the same time. 

Before you consider such a plan, 
you should talk with your local Social 
Security office. We'll need to know 
whether you'll be completely retired 
or whether you plan to have some 
involvement in the business. To get all 
of your Social Security benefits, you 
must retire, or at least reduce the extent 
of your involvement in the business to 
match any reduction in your reported 
camings. 

When you work for wages, it’s cas 
wo determine whether you're retired. 
Your earnings tell the whole story. 
But when you work in a business that 
you or your family owns, or you're an 
officer in a corporation, it’s not that 
simple. Because you could be in a 
position to control the amount of 
camings reported in your name, you 
may need to furnish us with additional 
information—-cuch as tax retums or 
Corporate records—when you file your 
application, or when you file your tax 
retum (if later). This will help us decide 
whether you have reduced your 
Services in the business to match the 
reduction in your income. You cannot 
simply pay yourselfa smaller salary to 
Stay under Social Security's earnings 
limits, Your eamings must match the 
work you do. 

When you continue to receive 
compensation, we consider the work 
you performed and the amount you 
earned while working and compare & 
with you work and earings after 
“retirement.” We determine the 
reasonable value of the services you 
perform for the business, based on the 
time spent and the nature of the 
services, and compare it to the income 
you receive. If the value of your 


services exceeds your income, we 
determine a dollas amount of those 
services and count it against Social 
Security's annual camings limits. 
The annual earning limit is the 
amount you can earn al a certain age 
before you benefits are reduced. Here's 
how the reduction is figured: If you're 
under age 65, your 1996 benefits are 
reduced by $1 for every $2 you cam 
over $8,280. If you're age 65-69, your 
benefits are reduced $1 for every $3 
you eam over $12,500. There's no 
earnings limit after you reach age 70. 


Social Security isn’t trying to tell 
you when to retire or how to run your 
business. We're merely encouraging 
you to check with us before filing for 
retirement benefits to make sure you 
are aware of the documentation you'll 
need for the interview. We also want 
to remind you that you have to “retire” 
to collect “retirement” benefits — or 
al least significantly reduce your 
involvement in the business and keep 
your camings within the income limit. 
That will permit us wo pay some or all 
of your Social Security benefits. 

When you decide to retire, call our 
toll-free number, 1-800-772-1213, to 
make an appointment to talk with a 
Social Security representative. Our 
lines are busiest early in the week and 
early in the month, so if your business 
can wait, it’s best tocall at other times,
